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Decision awaited in 
McCoy-Cain lawsuit

The Cain - McCoy civil trial 
wrapped up last Thursday as Mc- 
Coy's attorney Daniel O'Connell 
tried to prove his opponent lawyer, 
John Baccari, had only a "bare 
bones case,” 

The civil case got underway at 
Woburn District Court last 
Tuesday. The case stemmed from 
an incident that took place in 
Wilmington Town Hall on the 
night of November 13, 1989. On 
that night, a fight broke out 
between selectmen Michael McCoy 
and Robert Cain over a letter sent 
to residents supporting a Prop 2 
1/2 override. As a result of the 
fight, Cain was treated for a 
broken nose, cuts, and bruises at 
the Lahey Clinic in Burlington and 
charges of assault and battery were 
filed against. McCoy. McCoy is 
under indictment on that charge, 
with a pre-trial meeting now sect 
for May 1. Cain filed suit against 
McCoy, and McCoy filed a counter 
suit, which was dismissed. 

On Wednesday Judge Linda Giles 
listened as a series of witnesses 
took the stand. The witnesses 
included selectmen Bob Doucette 
and Chester Bruce, Patrolman 
Steve Mauriello, Sgt. Bill Gable, 
McCoy, and his friend William 
Brock. All witnesses were asked to 
focus on the events that took place 


on November 13 and 14. Other 
than Cain and McCoy, no one had 
been present during the altercation. 
The only other person who could 
have testified was custodian Connie 
Longo but he has since passed 
away. However, Longo outlined his 
version of the night's events in a 
deposition, That deposition was not 
made public on Wednesday though 
two of the witnesses stated Longo 
told them McCoy said "he hit me" 
as he left town hall. Mauriello said 
he interpreted that statement to 
mean Cain hit McCoy. 

Doucette was the first witness to 
take the stand. He testified that he 
saw McCoy in a “swinging motion" 
when he looked through the front 
doors of Town Hall on the 13th, He 
said it looked like McCoy was 
punching something. Doucette said 
as he went through the doors he 
met McCoy coming out with blood 
on his hands. The selectman added 
that Longo was assisting Cain, who 
was covered with blood and welts. 
It was Doucette who called the fire 
and police departments. 

O'Connell pointed to some al- 
leged inconsistencies in Doucette's 
testimony and claimed Doucette 
was not able to sce what actually 
happened. In McCoy's version of 
events, Doucette was leaning on his 
car in the parking lot when McCoy 
walked by and told Doucette that 


Parents to seek financial 
commitment from state

A small but vocal group of 
Wilmington parents answered the 
call of two elementary PAC mem- 
bers and agreed to. lobby town and 
state officials to get a financial 
commitment to education, They also 
promised to speak out at next 
Saturday's town meeting and try to 
determine if money is being spent 
responsibly in the local school 
system, 

About 35 concerned parents and a 
spritikling of local candidates and 
officials attended a meeting at the 
Shawsheen School Tuesday to see if 
together they can make a difference 
for their children's sake, 

"I'm a parent and I care, I think 
we're sending a message. I have to 
look myself in the mirror... owe 
something to my kids," said Bonnie 
Smith, in reference to her reason 
for attending the meeting. 

"Something's got to be done; it 
can't go on like this," added Patty 
Konieczka, who suggested parents 
contribute to a special school fund 
in order to save programs and keep 
quality in local education. 

The meeting was called by 
Shawsheen School PAC members 
Susan Liberty and Karen Swart- 
wout. The two members said they 
spent countless hours talking to 


town and school officials, finance 
committee members, and others in 
an effort to understand the current 
budget situation and gain infor- 
mation they could pass on to other 
parents, Swartwout explained when 
she and Liberty became aware of 
deep cuts in the fiscal '93 school 
budget, they became "very, very 
angry." 

“Our children’s education is being 
very seriously compromised; our 
children can't speak for themselves 
so we'll do it for them," Swartwout 
said. 

Liberty reviewed some of the 
proposed cuts like the elimination of 
three librarians, computer classes in 
lower grades, and a nurse at the 
Shawsheen. The biggest casualty, 
she said, is the proposed layoff of 17 
teachers and the potential layoff of 
up to 20 teachers per year in the 
near future. 

"Some people have said these are 
scare tactics (but) a lot of this is 
very true,” Liberty maintained. 

Part of the discussion centered on 
the three year teachers’ contract. 
Liberty informed attendees that 
Finance Committee Chairman Paul 
Palizzolo projected the school bud- 
get would be $12.1 million at the 
October 9 school board mecting. 
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Despite his prediction, she said, 
only Andrea Paglia, Dr. Shirley 
Callan and Peg Kane voted against 
raises for teachers in the next three 
years, 

Dan Cassidy sided with the 
majority of the school committee 
saying "what they did made sense." 
He maintained money was actually 
saved in the first two years of the 
contract with the five percent cut in 
last year's contract. Though Dr. 
Callan maintained "a contract was 
negotiated that we had no way of 
paying," Town Manager Michael 
Caira said under one scenario with 
the seven percent raise and a level 
funded contract in the next two 
years, the school committee would 
have paid more under the old 
contract, The third year of the 
contract, he added though, would 
have cost more. 

Athletic Director Jim Gillis 
explained one reason why the new 
contract was approved was the fear 
that grievances over the Reduction 
in Force (RIF) policy would cost the 
school system more than it could 
afford. He also maintained Wil- 
mington teachers "gave up a lot" 
when they gave up five percent of 
their raise, "And they got bashed 
for it," he said. 


Some of the discussion focused on 
ways to increase revenues and free 
up funds. 

Debby O'Neil suggested that town 
employees assume their own med- 
ical costs. Maria Holland followed 
through on a suggestion made by 
Rep. Jim Miceli and said the PACs 
should provide postcards to parents 
so they could contact their legis- 
lators and ask them to support more 
local aid for public schools. While 
other options like a deferral, over- 
tide, and the amendment of the 
school budget on town meeting 
floor were mentioned, most seemed 
to favor a grassroots movemeni to 
gain a commitment from the state. 
Caira noted while the town side got 
an $8,000 increase in state aid this 
year, the school side got $67,000 
less in state aid. He pointed out that, 
overall, local aid has diminished by 
$2.2 million. 

Caira said Miceli was right that 
education doesn't have a strong 
enough lobby. 

"They'll (legislators) react to 
pressure. That is how you make 
public policy," he explained. 

Swartwout agreed. 

"We need to let our officials know 
how we feel and where we stand,"

Cain had hit him. 

When McCoy took the stand, his 
lawyer tried to establish both his 
client and Cain had differed "many 
times" while on the board of 
selectmen., In recounting the night's 
events, McCoy said he followed 
Cain to the fire doors in an effort 
to talk to him about the override 
letter. According to McCoy, Cain 
said he was an embarrassment to 
the “entire membership" and 
threatened to embarrass McCoy 
publicly. 

"He started to poke his finger at 
me. I brushed his finger off," said 
McCoy. McCoy then claimed that 
Cain swore at him and punched 
him first on the left cheek. McCoy 
said he responded with an 
immediate blow and “thought it 
was all over" when Cain came after 
him and hit him two or three more 
times. 

“At that time I hit him right in 
the face. J hit him two times; he 
was just staggering in the area," 
said McCoy. After the exchange, 
added McCoy, he walked back- 
wards toward the door and spoke 
to both Longo and Doucette on his 
way to his car, 

During his cross examination; 
Baccari pointed out that McCoy's 
testimony differed from statements 
made in an interrogatory taken 
March 14, 1990 when McCoy said 
he pushed Cain away. Baccari 
asked if McCoy came to Cain's aid 
or called police and he replied 
"no." McCoy said "I could see 
some blood coming from his face... 
some drips of blood coming on the 
floor," 

Baccari: “Did you think he was 
hurt?" 

McCoy: "I didn't know." 

Baccari: "You didn't stay around 
because you didn't want to talk to 
the police?" 

McCoy: "No. I left. I was scared; 
I was upset. I couldn't believe I 
was in a fight.” 

After McCoy left Town Hall 
around 11:40 p.m. he went to the 
home of his uncle, State Rep. James 
Miceli. Sgt. Gable, who was on the 
4 p.m, to midnight shift that night, 


testified he went first to Town Hall 
where he saw Cain with blood and 
swelling on his left temple and by 
his eye. He then went to Miceli’s 
home. In response to Baccari's 
query, Gable said he saw no cuts or 
bruises on McCoy's face or rips on 
his shirt. O'Connell tried to dis- 
credit his testimony and pointed 
out that Gable was more than 15 
feet away from McCoy. 

O'Connell" "You did not have a 
clear view of either side of his 
face?” 

Gable: "No, I did not." 

Later in the day, four photo- 
graphs which apparently showed 
swelling on McCoy's face were 
introduced as evidence, The photos 
were said to have been taken by 
Brock a little after 8 a.m. the next 
morning. Both Brock and Select- 
man Bruce testified that the photos 
accurately depicted the swelling 
and redness they noticed on the left 
side of McCoy's face on Nov. 14, 

After Baccari finished with his 
witnesses, O'Connell moved to 
strike previous medical reports 
which had been submitted. The 
motion was denied by the judge. 
O'Connell then stated his opponent 
had presented a "bare bones case" 
with a number of inconsistencies 
and credibility issues. Among those 
issues, he said, were the number of 
times Cain suggested he was hit; 
the fact that no one witnessed the 
actual fight, which O'Connell 
claimed was self-defense; and the 
fact that there seemed to be "no hot 
exchange" between the two select- 
men in Cain's version, O'Connell 
also suggested both police witnesses 
were’ biased in handling. the 
incident and in taking photos of 
Cain's face and bruises at Lahey 
Clinic. He claimed that Cain was 
treated "far better" than the 
average citizen because he was 
chairman of the board of 
selectmen, which is the appointing 
authority for the town, 

The attorneys presented their 
closing arguments on Thursday 
morning. Judge Giles took the case 
under advisement. As of Wednes- 
day, no decision had been filed 
with the clerk, 


High turnout predicted 
for Saturday's election 


Wilmington's political season 
climaxes on Saturday with the 
annual town election. With six 
candidates for two seats on the 
board of selectmen, and six 
running for three seats on the 
school committee, the election is 
likely to draw a high turnout. 
Town Clerk Kay Scanlon said she 
estimates 3500 to 3700 people will 
vote. 

Also on the ballot are seats on the 
housing authority, redevelopment 
authority, and regional technical 
school committee, 
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The polls are open from 10 a.m, 
to 8 p.m. Precincts 1, 2 and 5 vote 
at the Town Hall. Precincts 3, 4 
and 6 vote at the Wildwood School. 

The Town Crier will have 
election results available by phone, 
probably after 10 p.m. Saturday, 
The number for the answering 
machine will be 658-2266. 

Results will also be broadcast live 
on local cable television. 
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Candidates speak out on the issues

All selectmen and school 
committee candidates at last 
Wednesday's Candidates’ Night 
spoke out against the deferred 
teachers’ salaries and agreed with 
Dr. James Demos that "it 
eventually catches up with you.” 

Most of the 17 candidates on this 
Saturday's election ballot were in 
attendance at the Wilmington 
League of Women Voters’ forum 
to answer questions from the 
league and from an attentive 
audience of about 100 residents. 

The six school committee 
hopefuls answered a total of seven 
questions ranging from their views 
on preserving the gifted and 
talented program and on proposed 
cuts in the reading department to 
the wisdom of eliminating all but 
major subjects. All candidates 
favored eliminating the tenure 
program. Andrea Paglia called 
tenure "the abuse of a system" 
while Aldo Caira referred to it as 
“outmoded.” Both Demos and 
Caira favored a good evaluation 
instrument to measure a teacher's 
performance. 

To help preserve the gifted 
program, Linda McMenimen said 
she would train classroom teachers 
to provide extra enrichment 
activities, Brad Jackson said he 
would approach the problem 


© creatively and do such things as 
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teach through Cable TV and use 
peer leaders to help out. 

"It's too easy to just cut the 
money out and let the program go 
away," he said, 

Paglia urged enhancement in the 
classroom for all students saying, 
"they're all gifted and talented.” 

To deal with reading cuts, John 
DeMarco suggested that the 
reading director offer in-service 


workshop to classroom teachers so 
they will learn the basics in 
reading. 

"I personally cringe at what 
we've done to the reading 
department. We do not need or 
want functional illiterates," said 
Paglia. While most candidates did 
not agree with eliminating reading 
teachers in the upper grades, Caira 
explained his board did what was 
necessary to benefit the majority of 
students, 

Each of the candidates were 
articulate on the major issues 
facing the school committee, Caira 
focused on keeping class sizes 
down saying he would establish a 
system wide committee to review 
the best use of school buildings. 
DeMarco said there was a need for 
continuous curriculum and 
personnel review. Paglia noted it 
was important to stop making 
Wilmington schools the "dumping 
ground” for all social ills. Demos 
suggested the board take steps to 
build public confidence and better 
manage its financial affairs. 

McMenimen said the committee 


must acknowledge that the budget 
crisis is being felt by everyone and, 
to that end, should only negotiate 
one year contracts with all unions 
until the crisis is over, Jackson 
urged the committee to focus on 
what they have in common and try 
to solve the fiscal crisis, 

Five of the six candidates for the 
board of selectmen were present to 
answer a total of nine questions, 
Only Elmer Parker was not in 
attendance, The selectmen's ques- 
tions covered such diverse areas as 
the performance, to date, of the 
town manager; the clean-up of 
Route. 38; potential budget cuts; 
and sewering the town. 


In response to a question on the 
major issues facing the board, 
several candidates focused on 
working together in the face of the 
town's fiscal problems, 

Michael McCoy said the major 
problem is the '12 separate egos" 
on the board of selectmen and the 
school committee. He pointed to 
the need to have the schools and 
town work together while Chester 
Bruce added another dimension 
saying local citizens, too, had to 
cooperate to get the town through 
these difficult financial times, 

Tom Siracusa and Tony Capuano 
said the town had to take steps to 
fill vacant commercial buildings. 
Siracusa added selectmen have to 
do something to meet the town's 
water and sewer needs while 
Capuano focused on reducing the 
high unemployment rate and 
finding a way to pay a $1.5 million 
tax rebate to Textron, Gerald 
Duggan said, with the town 
“severely weakened" by the 
financial crisis, it was important to 
form a strategic planning 
committee to plan for the future, 

All candidates were adamant 
against sewering the town at this 
time and all favored having local 
businesses help clean up Main 
Street. The would-be selectmen 
also felt there was a need to 
improve communication between 
residents and town government. 
But Siracusa qualified his answer 
by pointing to the sparse turnout at 
board meetings and town meetings 
and noting that communication is a 
two-way street. All gave Town 
Manager Michael Caira high marks 
for his performance so far. 
However, McCoy said he would 
rate Caira a six on a scale of zero 
to 10. 


The only other board represented 
Wednesday was the housing 
authority. Dot Butler was the only 
candidate to show up. Butler said 
her board's biggest challenge is 
improving the maintenance system 
at Deming Way and having 
members put aside personalities so 
the WHA can again be a working 
board. 


Voters will get a chance to vote 
for their favorite candidate this 
Saturday, April 18, Running for 
three open seats on the school 
committee are incumbents Aldo 
Caira, John DeMarco,.and Andrea 
Paglia and challengers Dr. James 


McMenimen. Running for two 
vacancies on the board of 
selectmen are incumbent Chester 
Bruce and opponents Tony 
Capuano, Gerald Duggan, Michael 
McCoy, Elmer Parker, and Tom 
Siracusa, Seeking two seats on the 
housing authority are Al Meegan, 
Dot Butler, and Charles Fiore, 
Running unopposed are John Gillis, 
for Shawsheen Tech School 
Committee, and Vaughn 
Surprenant, for the redevelopment 
authority. The polls will open at 10 
a.m. on Saturday and close at 8

Wilmington selectmen sympa- 
thized with neighbors of the 
proposed Treetops Nursing Home 
on West Street and asked Town 
Manager Michael Caira on Monday 
to continue working with all parties 
to resolve water problems and "fast 
track" a new larger culvert by the 
railroad tracks. 

About 91 residents and neighbors 
signed a petition to town officials 
seeking relief from potential water 
and drainage problems before any 
"major damage" is done, The 
petition states the 135 bed nursing 
home received permits with the 
understanding that an enlarged 
culvert would be installed by the 
railroad tracks as part of the Rt. 129 
road improvement project and that 


sewers would be installed so 
Treetops wouldn't have to rely on 
“a huge, minimally acceptable, 
septic system." To date, however, 
there has been no progress on the 
road project and the sewer proposed 
has been defeated at town meeting. 

The petitioners concluded by 
saying "we are afraid that after the 
nursing home is built, the septic 
system is installed, and a large 
paved parking lot is installed that 
the only place for the groundwater 
to go will be in our basements and 
leaching fields." 

Caira told selectmen residents are 
legitimately concerned about their 
property. He said he had been 
holding ongoing meetings with 
town officials and is working with 


the State Department of Public 
Works, Treetops officials, and the 
legislative delegation to try to 
resolve some of the problems as fast 
as possible, Chester Bruce, a former 
member of the Conservation 
Commission, said he was on site 
with officials from the Department 
of Environmental Protection and 
they felt "something's got to be 
done" because of the high water 
table in the area, He added the DEP 
wants to rectify any problems 
during the construction phase. 

Town Engineer Harold Gillam 
stated that the engincering on site 
has been done according to 
specification. Selectmen Chairman 
Dan Ballou urged Caira to continue 
to keep in touch with the state and 
help the neighbors. 
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Like a lot of YOu, MY father and late mother left the city to establish residence in Wilmington in order to raise their children 
in a rural New England small town atmosphere.

When Mike McCoy last appeared at the ballot box it was a 
cold, rainy Saturday in Wilmington that offered all the 
foreboding signs of a dismal voter turnout. But fate and 
controversy would have it differently, and a record breaki 
4,644 voters turned’ a major political ‘camp on its ears as McCop 
was ousted and a political newcomer claimed membership on the 
town’s highest elected board. 

This also was a sudden resurrection for the municipal election 
tumout. Before 1990, voting in the local election was becoming a 
non-participating sport. Turnout in 1986 was 2,402, 3,418 in 
1987, 1,830 in 1988 and 2,432 in 1989. 

Rain or shine, Saturday's turnout will be impressive, though 
with different factors drawing voters to the polls than before. 
Though he remains highly controversial, McCo: 
stimulus he once was, His unique brand of advertising — running 
negative ads against himself — removes him as a serious 
contender. 

In fact, it's another race on the ballot that will bring them out 
in droves. People have focused their attention on the local school 
board like never before, and voters seem ready to go to the ballot 
box on Saturday with a mission in mind, Look for a low of 3,700 
in tumout to a possible high of some 4,000. This, despite Peter 
Cottontail, 

Some people are even predicting that the record breaker of 
1990 may be in jeopardy. 

Why? The principal reason appears to be the parents of 
Wilmington school children, determined to act on the so-called 
education crisis of the past year. Parents are developing into a 
new political force in the community, the likes of which has not 
been seen before; spumed mostly by the questionable conduct of 
the school committee. 

Parents are no longer convinced that the committee has their 
kids' best interests at heart. 

Channel 52 has done more to destroy the reputation of the 
committee than any opponents’ ads. The school committee has 
been a negative headline-grabbing body politic, apparently bent 
on media masochism. They get worse press than. Bill Clinton. 
We don't question their sexual proclivities but shudder at their 
junta-style government which makes Argentine politics seem very 
sane after all. 

There are voices in this eclectic wilderness, but to their pain 
voters may send a message to others at their political expense, In 
fact, two of the incumbents with the unfortunate luck to be up for 
reelection this year have only one glaring fault. Aldo Caira and 
John DeMarco are marked by their support of a teachers’ contract 
which does nothing to improve the education of children in 
Wilmington. 

Though both men are honest and highly professional in their 
performance at committee meetings, the raw politics of this 
matter is that they are nonetheless tagged by the highly unpopular 
image of a school committee which needs to get back to business, 
Their best bet is to pray for a dismal tumout, something on the 
order of a late blizzard, a hurricane or tomado, or even a 
combination of all three with a sudden arrival of locust and 
typhoid epidemic. 

None of this is to depict the race for selectmen as a yawner. 
In fact, the results there could be the real intrigue of Saturday 
night. The four legitimate contenders are playing in a game of 
political shuffleboard, with a number of winning combinations 
possible. 

In the school committee, selectmen and all other races this 
Paper traditionally does not endorse candidates. 

We do heartily endorse voter turnout. 

One candidate has made the repeated contention that the paper 
decides elections, This flattery is an insult to the local electorate.

Partnership goal: to build 
low-cost housing for local families 


The following article was submit- 
ted by Lynn Duncan, Wilmington 
planning and conservation director. 


At the Annual Town Meeting 
Wilmington residents will be asked 
to transfer town-owned land to the 
Board of Selectmen for the purpose 
of affordable housing. The parcels 
are located on Avon Street by 
Aldrich Road and on Denault Drive 
near Woburn Street. The homes 
will be single family homes on the 
sites rather than duplexes or 
triplexes in order to be consistent in 
character with the neighborhood, 
The lots will be consistent in size, 
frontage and width with other lots 
in the area. 

The parcels on Avon Street 
contain 60,000 square feet (three 
adjacent existing lots) and 30,000 
square feet. Three homes would be 
built on the existing lots and the 
30,000 square foot parcel would be 
subdivided subject to Board of 
Appeals approval. The two parcels 
on Denault Drive contain a total of 
30,220 square feet. Two homes are 
proposed with a shared driveway. 

During the past year the 
Partnership reviewed various town 
owned parcels with potential for 
affordable housing. Based on 
comments from other town depart-

ments and the Property Review 
Board, the Housing Partnership 
recently withdrew several sites 
from consideration at this time and 
is only proceeding with those sites 
that are best suited for affordable 
housing and do not compete with 
other town uses. The sites that were 
withdrawn are located on 


Wildwood Street, Lynch Lane and 
Bates Avenue. The goal of the 
Partnership is to encourage the 
creation of affordable housing in 
concert with meeting other needs of 
the town, 

The Partnership proposes to build 
affordable housing for first time 
homeowners. Preference will be 
given to Wilmington residents, 
Eligible buyers may have a 
household income of up to $37,000 
in accordance with State standards. 
Potential buyers must meet a bank's 
standards underwriting criteria in 
order to qualify for a mortgage. All 
of the homes will be sold in the 
price range of $75, to $95,000. 

If approved by Annual Town 
Meeting, the first step will be to 
hold a public hearing, Notice will be 
given to all abutters in order to 
solicit input on various issues, 
including the design of the homes 
and their location on the site. 
Proposals will then be solicited 
from developers, including 
non-profit organizations, based on 
decisions made at the public 
hearing. Submitted proposals will 
be reviewed at a public meeting. 
With input from the neighborhood, 
the Housing Partnership will make a 
recommendation on the selection of 
a developer to the Board of 
Selectmen,

Housing authority 
members 
refute article 


The executive director and two 
members of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority reacted to an 
article in last week's Town Crier, 
which reported that another mem- 
ber of the authority charged they 
had held a possibly illegal meeting, 
and hosted a candidate for office at 
that meeting, 

Executive Director Ella Belmore, 
and authority members Dan Gillis 
and Joan Sadowski approached the 
Town Crier to refute the article. 
They charged that the article had 
nothing right. They pointed out 
that the article was written based 
on a conversation with a member 
of the authority who had not been 
at the meeting. In the article, Dot 
Butler claimed the meeting was 
illegal in that the chairman had 
requested in a letter that it be 
reposted until April 21. She also 
claimed that only the chairman and 
not the executive director had the 
right to call a meeting. 

Belmore responded that the 
meeting which was held on April 7 
was the regular monthly meeting 
of the authority, posted under a 
standing posting for the first 
Tuesday of the month, Belmore 
said that in the letter, Chairman 
Tom Siracusa said that he could not 


be present, and that memvers Al 
Meegan and Dot Butler could not 
attend either, 

Belmore said she ‘never heard 
from Butler, Meegan left a mes- 
sage with the answering service, 
saying he would not attend. She 
said that Siracusa's letter said he 
would like to repost the meeting to 
April 21, but did not direct her to 
do it, 

As for introducing a candidate at 
the meeting, Belmore said she had 
never met the man, Charles Fiore, 
and was not campaigning for him, 
Sadowski said she did not know 
Fiore, and Gillis said he had met 
him once. He had come to the 
meeting on his own, Belmore said 
that it is common for a candidate 
for office to attend a meeting. 

Also at the meeting were rep- 
resentatives from the NSHEDA, 
the North Shore Housing Executive 
Director's Association, who had 
been invited prior to Siracusa's 
March 31 letter. 

Reporter Arlene Surprenant said 
she had written the article after 
receiving calls from Butler and 
two other people. She attempted to 
contact Belmore and Gillis, but was 
unable to reach them before press 
deadline the next morning.

Question 1: What do you see as 
the major issues facing the School 
committee; and what specific 
recommendations will you make 
regarding them? 

Question 2: Given current fiscal 
constraints, what measures would 
you recommend to ensure that the 
educational needs of children 
become the priority? 

Aldo Caira 

Question 1: The School 
Committee is faced with several 
challenges including providing for 
an increased student population, 
managing a system with dwindling 
financial resources, developing a 
balanced curriculum, and upgrad- 
ing its capital equipment. As a 
member of the School Committee, 
my primary objective is to ensure 
that all students have an opportunity 
to succeed in challenging programs 
and to participate fully in school 
life. 

I am recommending that a 
community wide committee be 
established to address the 
anticipated shortage of classroom 
space at the elementary level. We 
need to conduct a thorough space 
utilization review of all facilities in 
order to determine the best use of 
school buildings. We need to 
explore partnership arrangements 
with surrounding school systems 
that would allow for shared and 
enhanced services in areas such as 
special education, vocational 
education and advanced programs. I 
have asked the superintendent to 
identify specific areas where a 
regional solution would not 
compromise the quality of 
education or reduce the importance 
of maintaining Wilmington's special 
identity. 

Question 2; The educational 
needs of Wilmington's children 
have always been a priority - 
whether economic times are good 
or bad. This can be attributed to the 
dedication of its veteran faculty and 
staff, commitment of parents and 
PAC groups, and support from 
central administration and school 
committee. To insure that the

Remembering this 
will surely benefit the 2900 school 
children in our collective care, 
Question 2: The budget should 
prioritize three things to ensure 
that education can take place: 
supplies, textbooks, and teachers, 
Currently over 10 percent of the 
regular education budget goes to 
administration..During the School 
Committee's recent budget 
“deliberations,” 16.5 teaching 
positions were eliminated, but no 
administration was cut. 


In order to ensure that the 
educational needs:of the children 
become the priority, I would rather 
eliminate some administrative 
positions than cut classroom 
teaches. Specifically, I would 
eliminate two system-wide 
directors, and elementary assistant 
principal, and a data. processing 
administrator. This $200,000 
savings will bring back six or seven 
classroom teachers. 

This process will also show the 
teachers and their union leadership 
that the School Committee is serious 
about preserving classroom 
teachers, I would then ask them to 
give back their salary increase 
recently awarded, and immediately 
apply that savings to bring back the 
remaining classroom teachers cut 
by the School Committee,

of administration, we can make our 
schools more cost-effective without 
affecting the quality of our 
children's education,

I disagree with the cuts in the 
reading department.

$41,754 salary for an in-school 
suspension person would be better 
spent for a reading teacher. (Since 
the number of students assigned to 
in-house suspension is relatively 
few, supervision of these students 
could be done by the assistant 
principal and/or assigned as a duty 
for teachers). 

The $34,185 salary for a 
pre-school teacher would be better 
spent in grades K-12 which should 
be a priority. 

The special needs department and 
budget. should be carefully 
reviewed, The $2,090,440 
approved for special education is 17 
percent of the total school budget 
and every expenditure should be 
justified...

Selectmen support 


housing

Wilmington selectmen offered 
their support Monday for two 
articles being proposed by the 
housihg partnership for the annual 
town meeting. Article 26 will allow 
the partnership to move forward 
with plans to build at least five 
affordable homes on parcels on 
Avon Street and Denault Drive. 
Article 29 would amend the zoning 
bylaws to allow for accessory 
apartments, This last, said Chair- 
man Carole Hamilton, would allow 
some diversity in the town's housing 
Stock without changing the charac- 
ter of the town. 

Hamilton explained that the actual 
number of single family homes 
which could be built on the two 
streets depends on the land's ability 
to perc. She said if article 26 is 
approved, the first step will be to 
hold neighborhood meetings to get 
input on such things as home design, 
Then the board would develop a 
Request for Proposals so developers 
and non-profit organizations could 
bid on the project. Once built, deed 
restrictions would be placed on the 
homes to keep them in an affordable 
$75,000 to $95,000 price range, 
Hamilton said. 

Mark Haldane praised members 


articles 


for being sensitive to neighbors 
needs. 

"This is just another step in 
moving toward an affordable hous- 
ing goal," he said. 

The accessory apartment bylaw 
would replace a bylaw allowing 
dwelling conversions in Wilming- 
ton. Hamilton told selectmen this 
newer law would allow apartments 
by right, without the need to obtain 
a special permit from the board of 


appeals. Homeowners wishing to | 


add an apartment, however, would 
have to follow certain procedures 
and guidelines on appearance, the 
amount of square footage allowed, 
and the number of bedrooms and 
parking spaces required. They 
would be allowed to add an apart- 
ment only in single family homes 
existing prior to January 1, 1992. 

The only question raised by 
selectmen was the effect of the 
apartment on a homeowner's tax 
bill. Hamilton said the assessment 
would change with additional rooms 
like kitchens and bathrooms on 
income-producing property. 

Haldane pointed out the article 
would broaden what people can do 
with their own property.

HUD denies 
waiver request

An ongoing quest for a waiver 
from the state's conflict of interest 
law recently ended for Wilmington 
Housing Authority member Al 
Meegan when HUD (Housing and 
Urban Development) officials ruled 
there was insufficient reason to 
waive the provision. WHA Execu- 
tive Director Ella Belmore had been 
actively seeking a decision from 
HUD's regional office in Boston 
before Saturday's election since 
Meegan is up for re-election, 

According to Meegan, he has been 
a landlord for a single family home 
which houses a Section 8 tenant for 
the past two years, The Section 8 
program provides certificates for 
rental homes for low income 
families. The homes are generally 
administered by the local housing 
authority. As a landlord, said 
Meegan, he has little control over 
the home other than to sign a 
contract. HUD qualifies the tenants 
and decides the amount of rent to be 
paid. As a member of the housing 
authority Meegan can take no part 
in voting on or discussing any 
matter in which he has a financial 
interest. 

Meegan freely admits there is a 
conflict but says it can be resolved, 
He told this paper he was upfront 
both with his own board and the 
board of selectmen before he was 
appointed to fill a vacancy, He said 
letters were sent to HUD before his 
appointment asking for a ruling but 
federal officials never responded. 
Finally, HUD's Regional Counsel 
Thomas McGillicuddy said any 
request for a waiver must be 
submitted by the housing authority. 
Meegan asked his board about three 
months ago to make that request on 
his behalf. It wasn’t until March 27 
that a letter was received by 
Belmore saying there is "no 
compelling reason" to waive the 
conflict of interest provision. HUD 


Driector Richard Kluck suggested 
two alternatives: allow the Law- 
rence Housing Authority to admin- 
ister the home owned by or 
allow the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development to 
administer the certificate on behalf 
of the Lawrence authority, 

Either of the solutions could be 
pursued by his board at the next 
housing authority meeting, said 
Meegan, "and that should be the end 
of the matter," 

However, Meegan feels there is 
more to the issue and claims 
Belmore is pursuing the matter asa 
"payback" for his role in termin- 
ating her last month, Belmore is 
expected to leave her job in 
mid-May after a 60 day period 
expires, 

“Right now I think most of it is 
just politically motivated from my 
action in the past,” he said. Meegan 
claims, too, that Belmore's action in 
making the correspondence avail- 
able to the press last week and not 


waiting until the next WHA meeting 
has violated his tenant's right to 
privacy. 

"I'm unhappy with the politics 
destroying my tenant, I don't feel 
there should be this mudslinging,” 
said Meegan. He reiterated that "I 
have never hidden anything." 

The local housing authority cur- 
rently holds eight Section 8 
certificates for homes in town and 
all of them are being used, accord- 
ing to Belmore's secretary. Meegan 
praised the program as "excellent" 
and said he initially got involved 
because he saw “a real need” for low 
cost housing in Wilmington, Mee- 
gan claimed at the time an outside 
housing agency got him involved in 
the program, the housing authority 
wasn't willing to participate in the 
Section 8 program and the certi- 
ficates, by and large, were not being 
used.

Anne Kasprzyk of Peabody has 
been hired as Wilmington's new full 
time environmental specialist. 
Kasprzyk edged out a strong 
competitive field of over 100 
candidates for the $21,000 position. 
As specialist, Kasprzyk will provide 
technical assistange to Planning- 
Conservation Director Lynn 
Duncan and the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission, 

According to Duncan, the new 
specialist more than fulfills the 
town's expectations. Kasprzyk holds 
a B.S. in biology and has had at least 
six years experience both as a 
Conservation administrator in 
North Andover and as an 
environmental consultant. She is 
very familiar with the Massa- 
chusetts Wetlands Protection Act,

"Her technical skills are 
outstanding,” summed up Duncan, 
who has been working with 
Kasprzyk on a full time basis since 
April 6.

Outdoors column 


Anglers ready for a busy trout season 


by Bill Conlon 

It's trout season, and anglers are 
now lining stream banks and lake 
shorelines in hot pursuit of the tasty 
fish. 

The state Division of Fisheries & 
Wildlife generously stocks all sorts 
of waters with trout, truckloads of 
them, but nobody expects the fish to 
survive through the summer. Most 
ponds that are stocked don't have 
enough depth to allow trout to ride 
out the summer in the icy deeps, so 
those fish are goners. Use them or 
lose them, 

Fish in a barrel, as it were, but the 
trout aren't quite that easy to take, 
There is a challenge involved, 

Taking trout can be simple to take 
or well-nigh impossible, depending 
upon your preference, 

The simplest trout fishing is Tom 
Sawyer style, with just a baited line 
and a lot of patience, Sit and wait, 

Preferred baits for trout include 
mealworms and garden worms, but 
minnows work well on the bigger 
specimens, Regular old worms get 
into the water naturally, when the 
high water of spring washes away 
the stream bank. (Just in case you 
were wondering how a dirt-digger 
gets into the water. How a worm is 
able to get into a pond defies what 
little logic I can muster, though.) 

Salmon eggs (go for the Pautske's 
Ball's of Fire) are hot for trout, and 
so is the squishy Power Bait, which 
comes in a plastic bucket and smells 
like it's been there a bit too long. 

These baits are simply launch and 
forget. Bait up and cast, then check 
your hook for every so often for an 
occasional act of larceny, Simple, 
and the work in stream or pond. 

But there are two types of trout in 
the water, both of the same species. 

A hatchery trout is pretty dumb, 
you see, having been brought up in 
a long concrete tank and fed trout 
food pellets all day. Lousy practice 
for the real world, isn't it? 

The second kind of trout, how- 
ever, is the “hold-over" trout from 
last year or before. Same species of 
fish, but entirely different. Those 
trout who survive the summer will 
grow wiser and more finicky, and 
much bigger, of course, 

Hold-over trout won't fall quite 
so readily for the simpler salmon 
eggs, like their newer cousins inthe 
water. (Please feel free to prove me 
wrong, which somebody probably 
will.) Hold-overs prefer foods they 
learn about, such as minnows and 
bugs and other live baits, having 
nearly forgotten what a hatchery 
trout-food pellet looks like, Native 
trout, the rarest of all, have never 
seen a hatchery food pellet, and are 
the toughest of all to catch, 

Dan McGuiness at the Division 
says he likes to fish for trout on the 
Wachusett Reservoir, where boats 
are forbidden. He said he uses big 
minnows, which he heaves out with 
surf-casting gear for truly monster 
distances from shore, Dan says that 
a state diver in the Wachusett saw 
what he described as a possible state 
record brown trout, estimated at 
well over 20 pounds! 


Minnows are also a favorite bait 
at Walden Pond and Horn Pond in 
Woburn, All these waters are deep 
enough for a trout to graduate into 
hold-over status, 

Trolling with small spinners and 
tiny Rapalas is my favorite way to 
chase down spring trout in ponds, 
although an afternoon of wading a 
stream with my fly rod in hand is a 
calming pursuit as well. 

Streams, which are oxygenated as 
they tumble over rocks and riffles, 


may also contain hold-overs along 
with stockers, Simple baits work on 
the stocked fish, while fly fishing 
or tiny spinners are often needed 
for the more seasoned trout. 

Keep in mind, however, that the 
state stocks trout that are above one 
pound is size, which is a nice fish by 
any standards. Just because you've 
taken a chunky trout doesn't mean 
it's a native or a holdover. Look for 


dark, red meat on natives and the 
veterans of last year, 


Rainbows and browns, and some 
brookies, are the common hatchery 
offerings. The biggest stockers are 
the rainbows. 

And if you've never seen the rich 
colors of a live brook trout, you're 


missing one of the joys of nature, It 
is a sight to behold, 


Remember that most of the trout 
that the state stocks in local waters 
are doomed. Few will last through 
the summer, so take and enjoy them 
now, while they're hot.

Wilmington man died in 
South Pacific in 1942 


by Captain Larz Neilson 

Fifty years ago, April 15, 1942, 
this writer was chief mate on the 
SS Carolinian, which was in port 
on the island of New Caledonia, 
800 miles east of Australia. A 
French possession, it was called by 
the French Nouvelle Caledonie. 
Napoleon III had taken possession 
of that island in 1854. 

New Caledonia was several 
thousand miles south of the 
Philippine Islands. On the island of 
Luzon, Japanese troops had been at 
war with American and Filipino 
soldiers since December 22. 
According to the New York Times 
there were 38,855 Filipino and 
American soldiers defending the 
peninsula of Bataan. 

Five days previously, on April 
10, 1942 the Japanese had captured 
Bataan. By April 15, American and 
Filipino soldiers were taking part 
in the Bataan Death March. It was 
a brutal operation in which 
thousands died. 

The American soldiers on New 
Caledonia were National Guards- 
men, from many parts of the 
United States. Two companies were 
from Woburn, the 101st QM Co 
and another, both part of the 
Yankee Division. The Woburn 
soldiers were located about 25 
miles easterly of Noumea, the port 
in. which the SS Carolinian was 
docked. 

James Wesley Sudbury of Wil- 
mington and Paul Haggerty of 
Woburn were serving in the 101st 
QM Company B. Both men had 
been sworn in on the same day, in 
Woburn, in January 1941. They 
were sent to Camp Edwards, on 
Cape Cod, and after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor they were the first 
Army unit to be sent overseas, in a 
ship which was supposed to go to 
Corregidor, in the Philippines, Be- 
cause of the progress of the 
Japanese Army the 101st QM was 
sent to Melbourne, on the south 
coast of Australia. 

The 101st QM Company B was 
sent to New Caledonia in March 
1942, 

The Carolinian arrived at 
Noumea shortly thereafter, having 


been “invasion loaded" in Brisbane, 
Australia. 

The French people who lived on 
that island would have nothing to 
do with the Americans, No French 
would assist, or so it seems to this 
writer, because the Nazis ruled in 
Paris. 

For a French citizen to be seen 
talking with an American meant 
possibly that his name would get 
back to Paris, where all the French 
records were kept. The dangers at 
that time of being listed as a "pro- 
American" were believed to be 
real. 

In Paris, Pierre Laval was 
running the French government. 
French soldiers in Africa and 
elsewhere were taking their orders 
from Paris, and the government of 


Pierre Laval. 

The fact that the French people 
did not want to talk with 
Americans was of small impor- 
tance to the chief mate, His job was 
to get the cargo off the ship. Most 
of the cargo handlers were black 
native New Caledonians, or natives 
of what is now called Vietnam, but 
at that time was called Amman or 
Tonkin, Quite a few were able to 
speak French and take orders from 
the Chief Mate. 

But cargo handling was a slow 
operation. 

At noon on April 15 the chief 
mate took an hour to get a haircut, 
ashore. He found a barbershop 
operated by a native of France. 
That native did not know of the 
"no talking with Americans" ban. 
He was only too happy to tell of his 
son in Libya, serving in the French 
Army.

He had with 
him half a dozen officers, One 
could guess he was trying to find 
out why cargo operations were so 
slow. 

It was at that time that someone, 
an Army officer maybe, had a 
brilliant inspiration.

That would 
be doing two jobs at once! The 
truck could be driven off, already 
loaded. 

The chief mate, several hundred 
feet away, noticed the cargo boom 
which was supporting that truck, 
shivering and shaking.

But he was too late! 

The truck collapsed, just as it 
swung out over the dock. There 
was cargo all over the dock, with a 
two star general looking at it all. 

He didn't say a word - not a 
word, That general just kept on 
walking as if cargo trucks burst 
over his head five or six times a 
day. 
An hour or two later an Ohio 
National Guard officer came 
aboard and told the chief mate the 
U.S. Army wanted to make him 
Major Neilson, U.S. Army. 

Not only was it a complete 
surprise, but nothing was said as to 
the source of the offer. 

The chief mate made a feeble 
joke about teaching soldiers how to 
march, in the waves, and then 
turned down the offer, He had a 
job to do, on the SS Carolinian. 

And that ship left, for Fiji and 
then South America, 

The National Guard companies 
on New Caledonia were concen-

trated into a division, sometime 
after the Carolinian had sailed. 
That division, a famous one in 
World War II, was called the 
Americal Division. 

By July and August 1942 the 
Americal Division was fighting in 
Guadalcanal, a lengthy battle. 

The soldiers were taken to 
Guadalcanal in two ships. Paul 
Haggerty of Woburn was in one of 
those ships, and James W. "Jeff" 
"Floyd" Sudbury was in the other, 

The ship in which Sudbury was 
embarked was hit by a torpedo 
from a Japanese submarine, near 
Guadalcanal. The order was given 
“abandon ship." 

While he was in the water Floyd 
Sudbury was dragged into the 
ship's propeller, and was killed.His 
body, it seems, was never found. 

But Floyd Sudbury was never 
forgotten. 

For 25 years, every Thanksgiv- 
ing, in Wilmington's Saint Thomas 
Church there was a Memorial Mass 
attended by all the veterans of the 
101st Quartermaster Company. 

In the Vetefans Burial Ground in 
Wilmington's Wildwood Ceme- 
tery, Grave Four in Range One is 
reserved for James W. Sudbury, 
sometimes called "Jeff" and 
sometimes called "Floyd." It is 
quite probable that his body will 
never be found. 


ackyard gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

Mid April, to this gardener, means 
it is time to plant peas. The 
gardening season for the hard core 
of pea pickers in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury would not be complete 
without attending to this spring 
ritual. 

Before we proceed, let's take a 
minute to mention the Town Crier's 
Annual Mythical Golden Pea Spoon 
Award. About 30 years ago Larz 
came up with the idea of presenting 
this imaginary trophy to the first 
Wilmington (and later Tewksbury) 
gardener to harvest enough peas to 
serve at a meal, Bragging rights are 
all that is involved, along with 
getting your picture in the paper. 
Although the Crier has not kept a 


running list of winners over the 
years, the most noteworthy 
participant was probably the late 
Bob Peters, one time town 
accountant. Bob won for two years 
running, prompting Larz, in a 
moment of uncontrolled arbitrari- 
ness, to declare Peters ineligible for 
future competitions since he had 
achieved "professional" status, The 
only rule which the Crier tries to 
enforce is that one may not plant 
peas next to the south facing wall of 


his/her house, thereby gaining the 
unfair advantage of reflected heat. 
In order to enter, simply call Fred 
at the Town Crier office just before 
you make your first picking. 

It is a shame that more backyard 
gardeners do not grow peas. I'm 
afraid the reason for this reluctance 
goes back to our early childhood at 
the supper table. Most of us have 
memories of mom making us eat all 
those little green mushballs that 
came out of a can, before we could 
leave the table. We were 
programmed carly on that eating 
our peas was about as much fun as 
having a splinter removed. It is hard 
to dispel old notions. The truth is 
that home grown peas have a taste 
and texture very similar to that of 
freshly picked sweet corn. If you 
have never planted peas, do yourself 
a favor and make this the year that 
you discover one of the very finest 
treats you can take from your 
garden, 

Pea culture is relatively simple. 
Your soil must be loose to a depth of 
12 to 15 inches, and your planting 
site should afford a minimum of six 
hours of direct sunlight. Peas, being 
a cool weather crop, must be 
planted no later than April 30 to

allow for harvesting the pods before 
the heat of late June and early July 
sets in, Most varieties mature in 60 
days, plus or minus five, 

Local garden supply centers have 
plenty of pea seeds available. I have 
had consistent success over the years 
with two Burpee varieties, 
Burpeeana Early, and Maestro. 
Both are dwarf types, meaning that 
the vines grow to three feet, as 


opposed to five or six feet. 

Before sowing the seeds, there are 
a couple of important steps to take 
in order to speed germination and 
increase productivity, When you 
purchase your seed, ask for a packet 
of legume innoculant, This is a 
synthetic hormone powder which, 
when applied to the damp seeds just 
prior to planting, helps to "fix" 
nitrogen in the soil, ultimately 
making for stronger plants and 
greater yields. 1 have experimented 
with and without the innoculant and 
there is no question that this step is 
well worth the small additional 
investment. An envelope of 
innoculant costs under $3 and 
contains enough powder to coat 10 
packets of pea seeds. « 

Soak the seeds for 12 hours just 
prior to planting. Drain off the 
water and mix in the legume 


innoculant, being sure to coat all of 
the seeds with the blackish powder. 
Now you are ready to plant. 

Using a hoe or hand trowel, make 
your furrows three inches deep, and 
three inches wide. (Keep in mind 
that a packet of seed will plant four 
feet of row, more or less.) I scatter 
the inoculated seeds liberally in the 
three inch wide row, rather than 
planting one long, thin line. The pea 
seeds can be as close as an inch apart 
in the row, contrary to the wider 
spacing usually suggested on the 
packet. Fill the rows to ground level 
and tamp firm. Typically, the young 
plants will begin pushing through 
the surface in 10 to 14 days, 
depending on how quickly the soil 
warms during the second half of 
April. One week after planting, 
deep soak the pea bed, unless we 
have had an inch or more of rain in 
the meantime. 

At the appropriate time we will 
address mulching and fencing the 
plants to insure a maximum harvest. 
Neither of these final steps is either 
complex or time consuming, each 
involving a half hour or so in May 
and early June. 

There you have it. I've preached 
my annual pea sermon; the rest is up 
to you.

laine, Jean, Suzanne and 
Pam are four very differ- 
ent women from three 
different communities and they all

* The class is taught by Michael 
deBethencourt, a certified police 
equipment trainer from 

* Wilmington. 

Elaine is a teacher in Melrose 
* and lives in Wakefield, Pam, from 
Malden, is her colleague. Suzanne 
' works in Wakefield and lives in 


Beverly and Pam is a mother of 
two college-aged students. 

In conversation, the four have 
said that their concerns spring 
from the general climate of the 
streets today. 

That reason for concern is 
described by deBethencourt as 
being on a plane which makes a 
person aware of their surround- 
ings. 

He said, “Your single best pro- 
tection is self-awareness.” 

That need is very important as 
deBethencourt provides statistics 
showing that one out of every 
three females will be raped. He 
also notes that in 93 percent of 
those cases the perpetrator will be 
unarmed or not armed with a gun. 
In only seven percent of the cases 
will the rapist use a gun. 

According to deBethencourt, 
the statistics show that a “firearm 
in the hands of a properly trained 
woman will give them complete 
parity with the attacker.” 

DeBethencourt readily admits 
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that he is for guns. However, he is 
careful to explain the reasons for 
and against the various alternative 
means of protection that a woman 
can have at her disposal. 

“In Armed-Safe-Female, I 
hope to cover the myths and the 
fictions about a number of 
options,” he said, 

DeBethencourt starts the 
course by telling his students, 
“Your first line of defense is your 
voice.” 

He continues to note that the 
way people carry themselves also 
works to prevent danger. Those 
people that show a look of confi- 
dence are usually left alone. 

“You don’t have to carry a gun 
to look confident,” deBethencourt 
tells his students, 

However, he then adds that 
those people who choose to carry 
a gun must remember three things 
before they can use it. 

He likens the three aspects - 
Opportunity, ability, and jeopardy 
- to a Wriangle, and all three sides 
must be present.

The first is does the assailant 
have the opportunity to cause 
harm? If yes: does he have the 
ability? 

The third question then must 
be answered. That is “Is your life 
in jeopardy?” 

DeBethencourt cites the case of 
a New York City resident who 
was not aware of the triangle and 
shot an assailant. The person who 
was defending himself was 
brought to trial and lost the case 
because he did not actually know 
that his life was in jeopardy. 

Another hurdle that women 
must get across before they can 
carry a gun is to obtain a handgun 
permit. 

In an article for, “We are 
AWARE,” a newsletter put out by 
AWARE (Arm Women Against 
Rape and Endangerment), 
deBethencourt outlined a number 
of cases where women must be up 
on the laws to get around local 
police departments that attempt to 
delay or discourage women from 
getting their permits to carry,

According to deBethencourt, 
the products were originally 
designed for postal workers to use 
to ward off dogs.

He noted that with the card, a 
person is allowed to carry a shot- 
gun, MACE, and keep a handgun 
at home, 

DeBethencourt said that the 
use of the martial arts, be they 
Chinese, Japanese or French 
“have their place if you have the 
time and the inclination.” 

However, he reminds his stu- 
dents that “a 110-pound women 
with a black belt is still a 110- 
pound woman.” 

DeBethencourt added that most 
of the combat skills are taken out 
of the martial arts forms that are 
taught today. 

He continues to warn his stu- 
dents “the use of any self defense 
tool has to be done with the vic- 
lim being in fear of imminent dan- 
ger or in fear of rape or injury.” 

According to deBethencourt, 
an assailant may already have the 
tools to hurt you. He adds that 
whether they are guns, chemicals 
or martial arts the tools will give a 
woman some parity with her 
assailent. 

With all of the tools, 
deBethencourt said “You only 
have one weapon. In all the histo- 
ry of mankind there has only been 
one weapon, that is your mind. 

During a break in the evening 
class, Jean expressed her feeling 
that the course had been “very 
informative.” 

She noted that she lives alone 
and many times will come home 
late at night. The fact that she was 
followed once made it easy for 
her to take this type of course 
when it was offered. 

According to Jean, a course 
such as this should be taught on 
an elementary school level. 

Pam said that she was trying to 
pick up pointers. “It is just a gen- 
eral concern, I think people 
should be aware. 

“Luckily it has never hit 
home,” she added. 

Pam also said that she would 
attempt to pass on this informa- 
tion to her daughter, Although 
when she talks to her son the 
impression is left that he is not lis- 
tening, 

She noted that in the past she 
has only used a quick trick of 
keeping her keys pointed out 
between her fingers as a-defense. 
She added-that an FID card might 
be in her future. 

Suzanne liked the course 
enough to consider taking a 
course on the use of Cap-Stun that 
is offered by deBethencourt. 

“I was quite pleased with the 
course,” Suzanne said. 

She explained that she was 
brought up around guns and is not 
afraid of them. “I am just looking 
for self-protection, I don’t want to 
have an incident and I just want to 
know whai is available.”

The problem with most movies 
based on King's work is they are 
substandard. Either the direction

from virginal girls. Cats can kill 
them. 

And that's all he wrote, We are 
never told where these monsters 
came from or why they are the 
only survivors. When things get 
tough, these creatures simply pull 
another trick from a supernatural 
grab bag. After a while, you start 
to feel as if the cast was making it 
up as they went along. 

For some reason, it seems to be 
okay to give us sketchy characters 
and a goofy plot because, after all, 
what do audiences expect from 
this genre. Well, we expect more 
than actors in rubber gargoyle 
suits, King’s books are generally 
detailed and intelligent. He spins a 
fine yarn, The producers inten- 
tionally raised our expectations by 
heavily advertising the fact King 
wrote this script and by putting a 
classy actress such as Krige in the 
cast. Also, "Sleepwalkers" is a 
Columbia Pictures release. It was 
not dumped on the market by 
Fred's Distribution and Tackle 
Company. All this leads to the 
reasonable assumption that it will 
be a decent flick. Well, don't hold 
your breath, 

Of course, the producers hired 
Mick Garris, a director whose 
credits include "Critters 2: The 
Main Course" and "Psycho IV: 
The Beginning." Subtlety is not 
this guy's strong point. In fact, a 
lot of the film looks like it was 
shot for TV. Even the gore, usual- 
ly a drawing point for any horror 
flick, is rather pedestrian. Sure, 
this is a darn sight better than 
“Graveyard Shift,” but there are 
very few really scary scenes and 
the ending is merely laughable. 

If this all sounds too harsh for 
what is really just a scary movie, 
well, tough. Some of us like scary 
movies. "Misery," "Rosemary's 
Baby" and "Silence of the Lambs" 
prove horror flicks don't have to 
be sketchy junk. But, a movie can 
only force us to the edge of our 
seats if it has a plausible plot and 
interesting characters. A few in 
jokes, such as bit appearances by 
King and horror diréctors John 
Landis, Olive Barker, Tobe 
Hooper and Joe Dante will not cut 
it. Nope. This is a consumer-based 
business, If Hollywood wants our 
seven bucks, they had better not 
sleepwalk through their end of the 
deal.
